Assistant coach, Mr. Ron Kane, said, 
The team should feel honored that they were the first 
team to make the playoffs here and restored the tradition 
that we had back in the 70 s.’

Varsity football made the playoffs for the 
first time in school history. Coach Jamie Thiede said, "We have progressed in each of the past 
three years. The kids deserve all the credit for working hard in the off-season and developing 
mental toughness. It is easy to coach players that have the work ethic that our players have. 
They have started a tradition that they should be proud of." 

Algonac’s class of 2004 was number one in the county in all areas except math. ME AP 
scores were a result of curriculum realignment to focus on MEAP related subjects. Mr. Michael 
Sharrow said, "Our staff has spent a considerable amount of time on new strategies, data 
anaylsis, and teacher training. We expea our growth will continue." 

For five years the staff of Algonac High School has focused on the areas of 
reading/listening, critical thinking, and responsibility. As a culmination to this process on 
September 1 5, the visiting team recommended continuing accreditation. Mrs. Ruth Mavis 
said, "School improvement is a continual process. Our visiting chair, Dr. Craig Douglas, 
Superintendent of Carrollton Schools, said, Algonac High School is a very good school based 
upon the significant progress in all of the goal areas."

In a challenging year financially, 
strengths continued to dominate. Leading 
the county in MEAP scores is one area of 
pride. Another area of pride is the strength 
of the sports teams.

Another 
strength is our staff. We have teachers with 
great energy bringing a lot of new ideas to the 
students." 

Challenges are part of the current status in 
education. With federal testing regulations, 
administration continued to strengthen 
programs. District wide, AYP was met for all 
schools. Assistant principal, Mr. Brent Case said, 
"No Child Left Behind is making things a little 
more difficult and overall the budget cut. 
Things keep adding up to make the job harder." 

With revenues down on a state level, this 
impacts the budget overall. In addition, a 
declining birth rate has affected the elementary 
population which will lead to declining 
enrollments in the district. Right now, the 
smaller class sizes are affecting the elementary 
schools. Superintendent, Dr. Dennis Guiser said, 
"Lack of funding is a problem. State hasn’t been 
generating revenue. When you don't have 
money, you have to cut things. This causes 
disharmony like in a family."

Many students have heard 
about TEC, but what is it 
exactly? TEC is in Marysville. It is 
a place that teaches specialized 
skills in a wide variety of 
subjects. From Auto Body Repair 
to Welding, TEC has it all there 
to learn. 

Drafting/CAD is one of the 
courses that is there for students 
to take. The first-year students 
complete the manual drafting 
component by identifying 
drafting tools media, developing 
lettering, sketching and line 
techniques, using geometric 
construction techniques, 
constructing single, multi, and 
auxiliary view drawings. The 
computer program used for this 
is AutoCAD. It allows you to 
draw up two-dimensional and 
three-dimensional drawings. 


The program is used to make 
drawings to show dimensions, 
designs, and shapes on parts for 
different objects that may be 
put together and made at 
another time.
